DAFFODILS AND NARCISSUS 


Daffodils and Narcissus should be freely planted for they thrive 
perfectly in California and no other group of flowers so freshly 
heralds the joyousness of spring. 

Set the bulbs from 4 to 6 inches deep, depending on whether 
soil is heavy or light—deeper when soil is light. It should be moist 
and workable and carefully spaded, when plantings are made. 
After planting, water thoroughly and mulch with peat moss or 
leaf mold. Then do not water again until leaves appear above 
the ground. A slightly shaded situation is best. Narcissus should 
be set out in October and November, to give the bulbs a good 
start.

Select only the largest size firm bulbs, as offered by Paul J. Howard’s. 
Plant in sun or semi-shade. 
Spade up and fertilize the soil to a depth of 12 inches. 


Plant bulbs at least six inches deep. In light soil, they can be eight 
inches deep. 





. Cover with a mulch of peat moss, manure or leaf mold, and give bed 
a thorough soaking right after bulbs are planted. In place of a mulch, 
a cover of low growing annuals may be planted, that will bloom 
through the winter and continue until after tulip-flowering time.
